The  only  document  attached  is  an  extract  from  Mr.  L.  P.  Taylor's  report,  as  fol- 
lows : — i  Without  a  doubt  the  most  suitable  site  for  the  proposed  building  is  Wiltsie's, 
marked  '  A '  on  plan.

Dear  Mr.  Tarte, — Let  me  point  out  that  the  delays  and  inaccuracies  by  your 
Accountant's  Branch  in  furnishing  necessary  statements  and  vouchers  in  connection 
with  the  accounts  have  been  the  cause  of  much  inconvenience  and  loss  of  time  in  the 
preparation  of  the  report  which  is  now  about  to  be  submitted  to  Parliament,  and  have 
been  hurtful  in  other  respects. 

As  illustrations  I  may  mention  : 

1st.  That  most  of  the  vouchers  of  Mr.  Charleson's  expenditure  in  the  Yukon 
made  between  March  and  October,  1899,  only  reached  this  office  about  December  20 
1900,  and  then,  after  drawing  your  special  attention  to  the  delay.  These  vouchers,  as 
we  now  learn  on  good  authority,  were  in  your  department  before  Mr.  Charlson  left  for 
the  Yukon  in  the  early  spring  of  1900.  As  it  was,  these  vouchers  never  were  examined 
in  the  Accountant's  Branch  as  is  required  under  section  42  of  the  Audit  Act,  and  as 
they  evidently  should  have  been  even  if  there  was  no  Audit  Act. 

2nd.  We  have  not  received  any  departmental  cheques  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 

3rd.  The  statements  of  deposits  with  deposit  receipts  have  come  to  us  irregularly, 
thus  postponing  the  credit  to  the  Beceiver-General. 

I  desire  to  have  a  clear  understanding  with  your  department  as  to  the  respective 
times  when  the  various  statements  and  vouchers  are  to  be  furnished  this  office.  I  need 
not  say  that  regularity  in  this  respect  will  be  as  conducive  to  satisfaction  in  your  de- 
partment as  in  this  office. 

There  is  no  intention  to  indicate  want  of  zeal  or  intelligence  on  the  part  of  any 
particular  employee  in  the  Public  Works  Department  in  what  I  feel  called  upon  to  say. 
Whether  the  unsatisfactory  result  comes  from  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  assistants 
to  the  accountant  or  from  their  incapacity,  must  of  course  be  determined  inside  of  the 
department.  I  have  seen  much  of  the  accountant  himself  in  business  relations  and  am 
sure  that  he  is  both  earnest  and  capable.

1.  The  larger  accounts,  which  can  be,  without  inconvenience  to  the  creditors,  paid 
by  departmental  cheque,  should  be  so  paid. 

2.  With  reference  to  other  accounts,  those  which  can  be  paid  by  letter-of-credit 
cheque  should  be  paid  in  that  way. 

3.  With  reference  to  cash  disbursements,  they  should  be  confined  mainly  to  petty 
contingencies,  travelling  expenses  and  men's  wages- 
Regarding  both  travelling  expenses  and  men's  wages,  the  accounts  should  be  made 

up  at  the  end  of  each  trip,  the  necessary   dates  and  statements,  with  accounts  and 
vouchers  furnished,  and  the  unexpended  balances  refunded. 

4.  As  required  by  the  33rd  section  of  the  Audit  Act,  evidence  should  be  given 
that  the  goods  charged  have  been  received,  and  that  the  prices  charged  are  fair  and 
just. 
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5.  At  the  end  of  each  month,  a  list  of  cheques  drawn  against  the  credit  should 
be  made  out  and  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  enable  the  depart- 
ment to  repay  the  bank. 

6.  At  the  end  of  the  month  there  should  also  be  furnished  all  vouchers  which 
have  been  received  during  the  month,  numbered  to  show  their  connection  with  the 
sums  for  which  they  are  vouchers. 

7.  There  should  also  be  an  explanation  showing  the  reason  for  the  absence  of 
vouchers  for  any  payment  during  the  season  which  has  not  been  previously  accounted 
for.

Defective  Certificates  on  Yukon  Vouchers.

Sir, — I  have  received  from  the  Public  Works  Department  an  application  to  pay 
to  the  Yukon  local  revenue  account  the  sum  of  $13,759.06  on  account  of  a  bridge 
over  the  Klondike  river. 

The  vouchers  in  support  of  this  application  have  been  collated,  and  are  found 
to  be  deficient  with  respect  to  certificates. 

Section  33  of  the  Audit  Act  provides  that,  in  addition  to  any  other  certificates, 
all  vouchers  shall  be  certified  '  work  done,'  or  c  materials  received/  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  '  prices  according  to  contract,'  or  '  prices  fair  and  just,'  the  latter  being  for 
use  when  the  contract  has  not  been  made  under  advertised  tender. 

The  two  bills  from  the  Dominion  Bridge  Company  are  marked  '  materials  re- 
ceived '  ;  the  other  certificates  are  all  missing.  Freight  can  be  certified  '  work  done,' 
and  '  price  fair  and  just.' 

The  certificates  should  in  all  cases  be  made  by  officers  having  personal  knowledge 
of  the  facts.

Sir, — I  have  your  letter  of  the  3rd  July  respecting  certain  accounts  which  have 
been  forwarded  to  you  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  looking  towards  payment 
to  the  Yukon  local  revenue  account  of  moneys  expended  by  the  Yukon  Council  in 
the  building  of  a  bridge  over  the  Klondike  river. 

You  point  out  that  section  33  of  the  Audit  Act  has  not  been  complied  with,  in 
that  vouchers  have  not  been  properly  certified  to. 
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As  to  the  freight  bills,  there  was  no  reason  why  they  should  not  have  been  certi- 
fied as  l  prices  fair  and  just,'  for,  although  the  freight  rates  may  be  very  high  here, 
still  there  was  no  opportunity  to  bring  the  bridge  in  except  through  the  one  trans- 
portation company. 

As  for  the  account  for  the  bridge  delivered  at  Vancouver,  all  I  can  say  is  that 
from  my  own  experience  in  purchasing  many  structures  of  this  kind  in  the  Territo- 
ries, I  am  led  to  believe  that  the  cost  of  this  bridge  at  Vancouver  does  not  seem  to 
be  out  of  the  way. 

I  do  not  understand  why  Mr.  Ogilvie,  when  the  accounts  were  sent  down,  did 
not  himself  certify  that  the  prices  were  fair  and  just.  I  can  assure  you  that  any 
accounts  in  future  going  down  from  this  department  will  bear  the  proper  certificates 
in  every  case,  as  I  quite  understand  that  you  must  have  these  certificates  under  the 
Audit  Act  before  the  accounts  can  be  paid.

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Re  Telegraph  Revenue,  Bennett-Dawson  Line. 

Audit  Office,  Ottawa,  Nov.  26,  1901. 

Sir, — I  have  to  call  your  attention  to  the  delay  in  depositing  the  revenue  of  the 
Bennett-Dawson  line  remaining  after  the  payment  of  the  maintenance  accounts. 

In  acquittance  of  the  July  return  a  deposit  was  made  August  11  of  $1,031.50, 
and  another  on  October  1  of  $2,275.79. 

In  acquittance  of  the  October  return  the  following  deposits  were  made  :  December 
22  of  $158.29;  January  5,  $1,554.78,  and  January  7,  $472.17. 

In  acquittance  of  the  June  1901,  return  the  following  deposits  were  made :  July  11, 
$167.79;  July  24,  $3,695.60,  and  August  15,  part  of  deposit  of  $3,000,  $1,249.64. 

I  cannot  conceive  of  any  explanation  for  some  of  the  delays  in  making  the  deposits 
of  the  revenue,  particularly  of  those  for  July  and  October.  The  delays  may  be  either 
with  those  who  use  the  line  or  with  the  collecting  officers.  I  confess  that  I  feel  very 
anxious  to  get  an  explanation  of  these  constantly  recurring  delays. 

The  total  revenue  of  June  appertaining  to  the  government  was  $8,668.37.  About 
65  per  cent  of  this  was  collected  at  Dawson,  15  per  cent  at  White  Horse,  and  13  per 
cent  at  Bennett.  Is  there  any  reason  why  the  operators  at  these  offices  cannot  comply 
with  the  Treasury  regulations  and  deposit  every  day  when  the  receipts  amount  to  $25  ? 

I  understand  that  you  have  instructed  the  superintendent  not  to  pay  maintenance 
accounts  out  of  the  receipts,  but  in  future  to  deposit  his  gross  receipts.  This  will 
enable  the  superintendent  to  more  strictly  comply  with  the  regulations,  which  he 
should  be  required  to  do. 

It  would  simplify  the  accounts  if  your  officers  in  the  Yukon  and  the  Mounted 
Police  officials  would  pay  their  telegraph  accounts  instead  of  having  them  percolate 
through  the  department.

Sir, — I  have  written  you  at  the  following  dates  : — October  25,  1900,  March  14, 
1901,  April  15,  1901,  September  17,  1901,  November  26,  1901  (two  letters),  in  reference 
and  that  the  matter  had  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Honourable  the  Minister. 
Dawson  Line.  The  only  reply  I  received  is  your  letter  of  April  20,  1901,  stating  that 
you  had  telegraphed  the  superintendent  to  send  in  his  returns  without  further  delay  ; 
and  that  the  matter  had  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Honourable  the  Minister. 

I  received  yesterday  from  Mr.  Keeley,  summaries  of  the  returns  for  July  and 
August  last,  and  I  regret  to  say  they  are  not  at  all  satisfactory.  The  gross  revenue  of 
July  was  over  $9,000.  Of  this  amount  over  $5,500  accrued  at  Dawson,  $1,400  at  Ben- 
nett, and  $1,260  at  White  Horse.  If  the  regulations  of  the  Treasury  Board  had  been 
carried  out  the  collections  from  day  to  day  would  have  been  deposited  as  collected,  and 
the  balance  for  the  month,  shortly  after  its  close.  The  deposits  made  were  as  follows  : 
August  7th,  $1,750.36  ;  13th,  $195.44  ;  21st,  $2,245.79  ;  September  5th,  $2,000,  and 
September  23rd,  $872 .  96.    The  deposits  for  the  August  revenue  were  equally  late. 

By  this  practice  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  revenue  collected  during  any  one 
month  from  being  used  in  making  good  the  revenue  of  the  previous  month. 

I  submit  that  immediate  action  should  be  taken  with  the  view  of  having  this 
revenue  deposited  more  promptly.
